 -Pirch’d Rope, nigh four Inches about, and to beat his ; Who

and caufed the Negre to beat him with the faid Rope until he

forced him up with the Barrow to the Fort before the Governors 
Houfe, and complained to him, that they could not make Aine

Then they let bias down, and put him into the Dungeon (too 
bad a place for Swine,being a ftinking hole, full of 7 ermin) not 
fuffering any to come to him, or to wath hes ftripes. 
Within To dayes after they had him forth again, and hung 
him wp as before, and the Jaylor being very drunk, forced ano- 
ther Negro to lay many more ftripes upon him, who feeing no 
End of their Cruelty, but in bs Life, which they {ought after, 
and being weary and faint ; for it was hard to bear,. but the 
Lord was neat him, who fuffered them not to take away bz 
Life, which they drove at, and which was very near the taking - 
away, He enabling him to bear, to fee how far zhey would go ; © 
and being near, that itmight not be taken away gave him free- 
dom to defire fome time to confider, and to fuffer fome Englib 
to come at him , Which was granted, and an Englifh Woman 
came, and wathed hes ftripes 5 who feeing him brought fo low 
in Body through thofe cruel Sufferings, was fo in the fence 
thereof that fhe thought he wouldnot live till the zext morn- 
ing, and fo fhe told her Husband; which took fuch Impref- 
fion upon him, that he went to the Fifcal, and proffered hima 
* fat Ox to fuffer him to beat his houfe until 4e was well: But 
the Fifcal would not, unlefs the whole Fine was paid; which 
many gladly would have done, but he could not fuffer it. And 
within Three dayes after he was thus whipt, Was he made whole, 
and as /frong as ever, and free to labour. Re 
This his freedom to labour was a great Torment to them on 
the other hand, whofe Aim by their Cruelty,was to get Money; 
and a great Trouble it was to many both Dutch and Exgli(h,that 
he could not Confent for the Fine to be paid (for they tendred 
és Sufferings) but rather would work, that he might not be 
burthenfom toany ; Nor could he eat the Governors Bread, ex, 
cept he Wrought for it; Notwithftanding that little befides was 
brought to fim, being not {uffered fo to be ; and that which. 
be wrought for was fo courfe,that it troubled render People that 4 
he fhouldeat it, being fuchasthey gave theirSlaves ; hechuy — 
fing rather from a Contented Mind (being ftrong in the Lord, 


who had made him whole) fo.to.do,than.to. put any to.charge; —

being anfree fo much as to receive of them to whom he mini- 
~ fired (theEngli(h that live there) becaufe he faw how the Dutch 
fought to eninare them ; under whom they are in great Servi- 
tude, who went thither from the Plantations in New-Englana 
to enjoy their Con{ciences. 

So his Life grew over them, and the Lord was with him ; 
And after that he had accomplifhed the meafure of hz Suffer- 
ings for the Seeds fake there, which the Lord {uftered them to 
inflict upon him, to try how far they would yo, and to difap- 
point them in their End; ina very fhort time he was delivered 
outof Prifon, contrary to the Expectation of 4% Enemies, 
without paying Ove Penny, or azy One for him. In therr wills 
he could not work, and fuffered for it; in the Will of the Lord 
he wrought, and was delivered for hy Faithfulnefs to Him: 
The Governors Sifter was inftrumental in h# Liberty, whom he 
Sufferings took deep upon, and being very fad, he asked the 
Caufe, which jhe told hia, and he fet him free. Nor was the 
faid Willet without bés fence, but it was the Guilt which was 
upon him, becaufe he was the occafion of his Sufferings by 
Lyés and Wickednefs to advance his Merchandize the better, 
who was there a Factor, and to get in with the Governor, and 
that he was guilty was well known to the People. 

“Much more might be faid of the Sufferings of thefe People 
#1 the Dutch Plantation (who are too much enclining to Cru- 
elty themfelves) through your Encouragement : For the Go- 
vernor was very moderate before, when Robert was With him, 
and his Sifter was the Means in which the Lord moved to work 
his Liberty, as Ihave {aid : but this #iMler it was of Plinsmouth 
Patent (who had his hand fo deep there in the Sufferings of the 
Innocent as aforefaid) that made him Wrath, and fo incenfed 
him, that he grew very ferce and into great Enmity againtt 
them , and made a Law ( through Example of You ) That

pounds Sterling ; ove Third part to the Informer, who {ould be 
concealed ( the better to Encourage them in their Wickednefs)
